r T , HE LAWS WHICH cover International waters are 
| such that the British government was severely 
restricted as to what It could do to meet the threat 
id its shores and sea life when the oil tanker Torrey 
Cknyon struck a reef off Land's End. 

Although the tanker wag only half the size of 
tile largest,bulk carriers flow being built it had so 
ninth oil in its holds that its eventual break-up cre¬ 
ated a disastrous fouling up of some of Britain's most 
popular beaches, as well as killing off an undetermin¬ 
able percentage of the fish and bird life in the area. 

While oh/was spilling out of the holds of the 
tanker, salvage tugs were at work endeavoring to 
pall the ship off its rocky perch first with ideas of 
salvage and later of towing It further Offshore where 
its discharge of oil would be less damaging. 

With this going on, the damage Jfe^ieing done, 
and finally when salvage seemed impossiKi, the Brit¬ 
ish government took steps to bomb the wreck and, if 
possible, to set on fire the oily cargo that still re¬ 
mained in its capacious holds. 

Experts are now expressing the view that to save 
the British beaches and sea life the ship should have 
been set on fire immediately It aeemed unlikely that 
it; could be safety refloated. - 
; No doubt The British government would have 
mada this order sooner than It did if It had felt it was 
pfetltled to do so under the law of the sea. When the 
air strike was made It was obviously too late to be 
completely successful, although It appears to have 
had some effect In minimizing the damage. 

As tankers and their cargoes grow larger, the 
consequences of what may happen if they become 
marine casualties, either by attack, collision or going 
aground, is greatly increased. 

The shores of the North Pacific coast are vul¬ 
nerable to similar happenings at any time, and it 
would seem that the British government is well with¬ 
in its rights to seek a meeting of all countries to de¬ 
cide if some amendments to the laws affecting inter¬ 
national waters should not be made. 

The law ii that a ship must be declared derelict 
before It can be destroyed. 

As long as It has a crew aboard, or a line is at¬ 
tached to a tow, or if salvage operations are proceed¬ 
ing, it is protected by law. 

Clearly with huge oil cargoes moving around the 
wjorld, the risk attached to the legal delay is too 
gj-ave. Just imagine what would happen if a 200,000- 
ten oil tanker broke up anywhere near our Inland Sea? 

International laws or no International laws would 
we willingly stand by and watch the damage being 
done? 

We think not. And we do not think that inter¬ 
national law should compel any country to do so 
under such circumstances.
